geants McConville, Peabody, and Clark, of 
Inspector McClusky’s staff. 

The firm of Joseph Cowan & Co. was 
formed about two years ago. It has branch 
Offices at 415 and 1,298 Broadway, 781 
Broad Street, Newark; 1,429. Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, and 309 Maryland 
Trust Building, Baltimore. William M. 
Benerman is Cowan’s partner in the firm. 

Cowan's father is Joseph J. Cowan, the 
restaurateur of the twenty-third floor of the 
American Tract Society Building, 150 Nas- 
Sau Street. Accompanied by his wife, Mr. 
Cowan, Sr., called at Police Headquarters 
ast night about 11 o’clock and went to the 
Detective Bureau. There he saw Sergt. 


» . Phelan. He asked if his son was under ar- 


rest and was infoiliied that he was. Then 
Mr. Cowan asked to be allowed to see him. 
‘This was refused as against the rules of the 
<epartment. Mr. Cowan then sent a note 
to_his son, in reply to which he received 
word to wait, that a Magistrate had been 
#ent for to accept bail. While waiting Mr. 
Cowan talked freely about his son. 
“That this matter can be explained, I 
am sure,” he said. ‘‘ No, I do not know the 
compjainant. I never heard of her. If she 
did\ jose the stm mentioned it must have 
= been lost on legitimate speculation author- 
ized by herself. 
“My son began life with Charles Head 
& Co., brokers in the Mills Building. Two 
years ago he formed the firm of J. Cowan 
& Co. He is very clever, and knows the 
stock market thoroughly. At one time he 
was private secretary to H. H..Rogers, the 
Standard Oil millionaire. He is happily 
married and lives in a beautiful home in 
Mahwah, N. J. He has plenty of money. 
“I will stake every penny I own on my 
f0n’s honesty. If the money was. lost, it 
robably went in the recent slump in stécks, 
e best firms in the. Street have been 
going down, and if my son lost money I 
couldn't blame him. ut I am assured of 
his honesty and that he will be cleared 
of this charge. I know no whatever

“Some months ago, when business was 
siack,”’ said Mr. Zaring, ‘“‘ Mr. Cowan dis- 
ed seven of the employes of the firm. 
One of them took the matter much to 
heart, and was very bitter. He had had 
mecess to the books of the firm, and, after 
is discharge, he went or wrote to all of 
customers of the firm, and told them 
that they could legally recover any money 
they had lost in speculation. None of them 
took any notice of what he said, €xcept this 
woman, Smith. 
“So sore was this man at his discharge 
that he went to .the Board. of Governors 
cf the Consolidated Exchange and made 
a complaint against Cowan & Co. The 
result was that the Board ordered an in- 
vestigation and the books of the firm were 
Subjected to a close scrutiny. Wverything 
was found in proper order, and the firm 
exonerated. 
“This man went so far as to cut pages 
from the ledgers,”’ continued Mr. Zaring. 
“The other day, probably thinking he had 
gone too far, he met me in Wall Street, 
and offered me $10,000 if we would drop the 
matter, and not make any trouble.’’ 
Cowan was arrested in Church Street on 
his way home. According to both the law- 
yer and Cowan the arrest was made with- 
mt @ warrant, and the complainant is still 
in Milwaukee. A rather unusual feature o 
the case is that the arrest was not made 
_“**on suspicion,” as is usually the case, but 
Cowan is actually charg with 
larceny. He will be.arraigned in the 
Police Court this morning.

Five Prisoners Taken from James Street

County Detectives Reardon, Hammond 
and Brennan, acting in conjunction with 
detectives attached to the Oak Street Sta- 
tion, raided an alleged policy shop on the 
top floor of a building in James Street, near 
Madison Street, yesterday afternoon. 

The raid was made on a complaint re- 
ecived by District Attorney Jerome. The 
District Attorney at once sent his county 
detectives out to eg and after they 
had secured evidence they went to Cart. 
Lantry and secured aid. 

Five men were arrested, including the al- 
leged proprietor, John B. Thompson, twen- 
ty-two years old, of 118 East One Hundred 
and Tenth Street. There were about 
thirty Italians in the place at the time, and 
the county detectives and police had a 
lively time for several minutes. 

The other prisoners were John Sullivan, 
forty-three years old, of 460 Pearl Street. 
who is charged with having policy slips in 
his possession, and three players, Dominico 
Felipo, Joseph Frank, and Louis Mulgzre. 

The names of the other men were taken 
and they were allowed to go.” According 
to County Detective Reardon, one of these 
latter was Albert Loraine, who is attached 
to Stable G of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment. Loraine, it is alleged, was in the full 
uniform of the department.

GAME ON SALOON KEEPERS. 


Two Arrests Made in Police investiga- 
tion of Forged Note Scheme— 
Politicfans’ Names Used. 


The police of the One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-fifth Street Station last night arrested 
and locked up John McCaffrey of 465 West 
One Hundred and Thirty-first Street and 
Joseph McEntee of 2,197 Bighth Avenue. 
McCaffrey was accused of forgery and ob- 
taining money under false pretenses and 
McEntee was charged with being a suspi- 
cious person. They will be arraigned this 
morning in the Harlem Court. 

Hugh Maurer of M@tEntee & Maurer, sa- 
loonkeepers at 59 Manhattan Avenue, was 
arrested July 3 on a charge of excise vio- 
lation. McEntee, who retired shortly af- 


terward from the firm, wes calling on 
Maurer Aug. 1, when a messenger boy 
brought a note signed “‘C. Becker,” and 
asking for $10. As Becker was the po- 
liceman who made the arrest, the money 
was sent. When Maurer saw Becker later 
the latter denied sending the note, and an 
investigation was started. 

The police soon discovered that the game 
was being worked diligently and with con- 
siderable success.

Dooley Happened to be in the place at 
the time, and when O'Connor asked him 
what he meant by asking for money by 
messenger rather than in person, he in 
tvrn asked O'Connor what he meant. 
O’Connor had him read the note for an 
answer. Young Buckley came near being 
pleced under arrest then and there. He 
Was seen at his home later, however, and 
from his description of the parties sending 
him, the police made the arrests of Mc- 
Entee and McCaffrey.

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BABY RESCUER PERISHED 


Tiny George Campbell Drowned 
Trying to Save Playmate. 


“Please Take Andy,” He Said, Pushing 
Dying Child Toward the Shore 
of a Creek. 


Little George Campbell, only three and 
a half years old, was drowned in Crom- 
well's Creek, Borough of the Bronx, yes- 
terday afternoon while making a brave but 
ineffectual effort to save his playmate, An- 
drew McCormick, Jr., four years old. 

Andrew was the son of a retired con- 
tractor, living at 439 West One Hundred 
and Sixty-second Street. The father of the 
other boy is Samuel C, Campbell, an ex- 
Fire Chief, whose residence adjoins that 
of the McCormick family. The mothers of 
both bos were prostrated on learning the 
fate of the children, 

The little fellows were devoted to each 
other, Soon after 2 o'clock they were sent 
out to play in charge of a nurse. Andrew 
had a toy express wagon, and for a time 
they had splendid sport. In some manner 
which hag not been explained the nurse 
lost sight of her charges for a moment, 
and when she jooked about they were not 
to be found. After séarching in vain for 
some time she returned to the home of 
her employers and told them that she had 
lost the children. 

The parents first believed that the boys, 
both of whom were handsome little fel- 
lows, had been kidnapped. A search was 
immediately instigated, the police notified, 
and a genera! alarm sent out. 

The movements of the boys during the 
two hours which elapsed from the time 
they wandered away from the nurse until 
their little bodies were taken from the 
waters of Cromwell Creek have been part- 
ly traced. The nurse, who lived at ome, 
and:+cared for the bors every day, oye 
she took them to Washington Bridge. The 
bridge was crowded, and she believes that 
her little charges were lost there. 

Just before 8 o'clock the watchman on 
Macomb’s Dam Bridge, and Policeman 
Francis, who was stationed there, saw the 
children. Bt began to rain about that time, 
and the policeman took the little fellows 
under a shed to_keep them from getting 
wet. They told him that they had lost 
their nurse, and Francis said he weuld get 
somebody to take them home. 

“Never mind, Mr. Policeman,” he says 
the smaller of the boys to him. “ We can 
find our way home all ag 

When the rain ceased the two youngsters 
walked across. the bridge pushing the ex- 


press wagon. 

About an hour later John Reining of 531 
East One Hundred and Fifty-first Street 
heard cries for help and saw the two boys 
in the creek. The little express ——_ lay 
overturned in the weeds on the bank. 

He was about 200 yards away, and ran 
to the creek at once, As he approached he 
saw George struggle in the water in an 
endeavor to push his little playmate to the 
shore. As he was preparing to jump into 
me ae he says the little fellow cried 
aintly: 

“Please take Andy out of the water and 
get his express wagon,” 

Reining got hold of the McCormick ho 
by his coat and pulled the little body, whic 
seemed quite atm. out of the water. By 
the Lane) ne sped sone Hae George had dis- 
appea elow the surface. e : 
succeeded In pulling him out, but the ey 
was dead.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 6.—Information 
was received here to-day that the barges 
Bradley and Monarch, which were in tow 
of the tug Mars, foundered tn yesterday’s 
gale. The crews of both vessels were’ res- 
cued by. the tug, which put in here to-day. 
The boats were bound Hast and when ten 
miles to the southward of Montauk. Point, 
L. L, the barges sprang a leak and n 
to fill, When those on the tug saw that the 
barges were in danger of sinking the 
abandoned thém, taking off their men wit 
considerable difficulty in the heavy Sea 
that was running.

VANDERBILT YACHT IN GALE. 


Robert J. F. Collier and Wife Driven to 
Port at New Haven by Storm.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 6—Mr. ‘and 
Mrs. Robert J. F. Collier of New York 
City came to this port this morning on 
the Vanderbilt yacht Conqueror. They had 
experienced a thorough scare in yesterday’s 
heavy storm, which overtook them just 
off Bridgeport Harbor. The yacht was 
tossed about all night, until she seemed 
about to go to pieces. Mrs. Collier was 
very sick, and both she and her husband 
were unable to sleep because of the vio- 
lence of the gale. This morning Mrs. 
Collier persuaded Mr. Collier to put tnto 
the local harbor, and they arrived here 
shortly after daybreak. 

Mrs. Collier rested here for three hours. 
She induced her husband to give up the 
idea of continuing the trip on the yacht, 
and they left on the noon express for 
Newport. The Conqueror was thoroughly 
inspected for fear that she had strained her 
frame, but was found to be sound and pro- 
ceeded to Newport this afternoon, 


YACHT DRIFTS ON BAR. 


Fifteen Passengers in Peril of Death in 
Accident Off Atlantic City.

De Plehve’s Orders Result in Sav- 
age Treatment of Workmen. 


WORK IS RESUMED AT ODESSA 


But Conflicts Between Employers and 
Employes Continue Elsewhere — 
Enormous Number of !h- 

cendiary Fires.

Special Cablegram, 

LONDON, Aug. 7.~A dispatch to The 
Times from Kieff says the Odessa tram- 
way employes have resumed work with 
the distinct understanding that their 
grievances shall be considered and that 
important concessions shall be granted. 

The Governor of Odessa,. Gen. Arse- 
nieff, has been strictly .enjoined not to 
interfere with the strikers unless they 
are disorderly, but if’ order is disturbed 
he is authorized to use rifles. 

A serious riot on the outskirts of Odes- 
sa has occurred. It arose out of a meet- 
ing of protest held by sugar factory 
workmen, this being illegal. The men 
were repeatedly charged by several hun- 
dred Cossacks, causing the loss of many 
lives, while hundreds were injured. 

The strikers did not resist, and deep 
indignation is expressed at the action of 
Minister of the Interior de Piéhve, whose 
orders to Gen. Arsenieff were carried out 
in the dispersal of the strikers. 


By The Associated Press. 
LONDON, Aug. 7.—A correspondent of 
the Daily Mail, wiring from Nikolaieff on 
Aug. 2, fully confirms THe Timps’s Rus- 


sian correspondents’ accounts of the strikes 
in South Kussia. 

The correspondent says that a quarter 
of a million men are affectéd, and that 
strikes began simultaneously over a vast 
industrial area. The amount of studied 
organizauon and well-concealed preparation 
was unprecedented in*the troubled annals 
of Russian labor. The prices of the neces- 
saries of life are rising by leaps and 
bounds, 

The strikers, on the whole, have pre- 
served exemplary order, but this has not 
saved them from savage attacks, directed 
by Gen. Arsenieff, Governor of essa. 

Groups of men who assembled last Sat- 
ufiay with the intention of holding a meet- 
ing were driven inte a solid: mags by 50U 
Cossacks, backed by two lines of infantry 
with fixed bayonets. About 2,000 strikers 
being thus inclosed by a double cordon, 
the Cossacks rode through the striking 
right and left with heavy whips, the fallen 
men being trampled under the hotses’ feet.

¢ hen the yliving mass had beén: thor- 
oughly kneaded to the Governor's will, nu- 
merous men were arrested’ as suspected 
agitators, The infantry then marched off, 
and the strikers scattered in a dozen direc- 
tions with Cossacks-.at their heels.

DEFENDING BAR HARBOR. 


Defensive Fleet ngly Expecte “the 
Enemy” to.Attempt a Landing 
There—A Fog in Sight. 

Special to The New York Times. ‘ 

BAR HARBOR, Aug. 6.—Bar Harbor still 
seems to be thought by the defensive fleet 
and Admiral Barker to be the objective 
point of Admiral Sands’s fleet, “the 
enemy.’ The fighting force of the defend- 
ing fleet, so far as could be learned here at 
the headquarters of the North Atlantic 
fleet, which is in charge of Flag Secretary 
Lieut. Johnston and Lieut. Evans of the 
Hartford, is not far from Bar Harbor. 

Two dispatch tugs.came in to-day from 
the defenders to get the mail and tele- 
grams for the various boats, so that it is 


thought that Admiral. Barker is somewhere 
near Mount Desert Rock, which is twenty- 
five miles out at sea from here. 

This point is a hundred miles from East- 
port, the Eastern extremity of the coast 
to be defended, and 125 miles from Glouces- 
ter, which is the other extreme. From this 
oint both ends can be defended easily, as 
he enemy must be in a harbor for six 
hours, and it is. figured that the blue 
squadron will sight them before they get 
in? Eight or nine hours would almost be 
sufficient time for.Admiral Barker's fight- 
ing force to.get to any’harbor that is to 
be defended. If Admiral Sands, however, 
gets into one of-the extreme ports without 

in& discovered, he is pretty sure of a 
victory. 

At headquarters here they do not look for 
the opposing. force to make a. move for a 
day or two yet, but. the surprise may be 
made at any time. 

The defense is still trying to establish a 
telegraphic line from Bakers Island, but 
they have been unable to loeate a break. 

A great interest is being taken here just 
now in-the weather, and for the first time 
in the remembrance of the oldest seamen 
people are wishing for a fog. And it looks 
as though it were coming. There has been 
a heavy bank of fog away out and the wind 
———_ has been shifting toward the east- 
wa. 


PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 6.—With thick 
and stormy weather along the entire coast, 
it would seem as if the attacking fleet un- 
der Rear Admiral Sands had the best possi- 
ble conditions to-day, in which to win the 
war game by evading the defending squad- 
ron under. Rear Admiral Barker and estab- 
Henin itself in some one of the numerous 
little harbors of the Eastern Maine coast. 
But at a date hour to-night nothing had 
been heard from the ‘‘ enemy,” while the 
reports from the defending squadron .dur- 
ing the day were somewhat meagre.

OBJECT TO NEGRO OFFICER. 
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His Messmates on the Columbia 
Brooklyn Navy Yard Refuse to 
Eat with Him. 


The promotion of a negro to the rank 
of Chief. Carpenter's Mate has caused 
trouble aboard the réceiving ship Columbia, 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The dis- 
turbance arose over the appearance of 
Isaac Miller, who, having just been proé 
moted, took his place at the table of the“ 
chief petty officers’ mess on Wednesday. 

Immediately after Miller's appearance 
among them, eight white mén who had 
taken their places a minute before, arose 
and left. Since then they have refused to 
eat with him, waiting until he has finished 
his meal before’ they sit at the table: Mil- 
ler treats the disturbance with good na- 
tured dignity, but if he is not transferred 
to some other ship, the officers fear that 
trouble will ensue. 

Miler, who is not a full blooded negro, has 
been in the navy for a number of years and 
has an excellent record. By dint of con- 
stant attention to his duty he has won 
steady promotion and is very well thought 
of by all the officers with whom he has 
come in contact. He was examined for his 
present position last Tuesday and obtained 
a satisfactory rating. He was immediately 
sworn in by Capt. new, the commanding 
officer of the ship. 

The petty. officers were unanimous in 
the declaration that they would not asso- 
ciate with the new officer, nor would they 
take any orders he may be obliged to give 
them in the execution of his duty. 

Up to last night, however, there had been 
no breach of discipline among the crew, 
and when Capt. Snow was told of the 
trouble he seemed surprised. He said: 

“This is the first have heard of the 
trouble. I remember swearing the man in 
a few days ago, but the fact that he was 
obnoxious to his messmates has not been 
called to my attention. We have plenty 
of negroes aboard, and I have often no- 
ticed. that they associated with the white 
men on equal terms, It is-the first time 
that the question has arigen on any ship 
1 have been in.

A MEXICAN STEEL PLANT. 


Greatest Industrial Concern in the Re 
public Gives Employment to Many 
American and German Workmen.

MONTEREY, Mexico, Aug. 6.—Monterey’s 
$10,000,000 steel plant, by far the greatest 
industrial concern in the Republic of Mex- 
ico, is now in full operation. The manu- 
facture of structural steel was commenced 
two months ago, and this week the first 
steel rails ever rolled in Mexico were turned 
out. 

The plant gives employment to 2,000 men, 
among the number many skilled workmen 
from the United States and Germany. At 
the iron mines of the company, at Golon- 
drina, in this State, and at the coal mines in 
the State of Coahuila 5,000 more men are 
employed. The iron mines of the company 
are considered the richest in Mexico. ~

Protesting property owners and business 
men of upper Broadway held another meet- 
ing in the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday 
afternoon in the interest of the movement 
to prevent the opening of the thoroughfare 
in the construction of the subway branch 
between Forty-second and Fourteenth 
Streets. The result of the meeting was the 
adoption of the protest to Mayor Low, al- 
ready published, and the appointment of 4 
representative committee of fifty, with 
power to\carry on the agitation, interview 
Officials of the Interborough Company and 
the Rapid Transit Commission, and to em- 
ploy counsel for such legal steps as might 
be deemed necessary.

Way theatrical interests, was chosen Chair- 
man. 

“I walked through Forty-second Street 
this morning,” said Mr. Hayman at the 
opening» of the meeting, ‘“ between the 
Grand Central Station and Broadway. I 
Observed the following numbered places of 
business vacant and to let: Nos. 9, 12, 14, 
18, 20, 24, 26, and 28, between the Grand 
Central Station and Fifth Avenue. On 
Wo, 12 there was a large sign which read: 
“Closing out. Tired of waiting for the com- 
pletion of the subway.’ , 

“The northeast corner of Forty-second 
Street and Fifth Avenue was to let, as was 
another store near by, the number of 
which I did not get. On the other side of 
Forty-second Street Nos. 8, 21, and 25 were 
vaeant, and 110, 112, 114, 111, 316, 127, 129, 
and i138 West Forty-second Street, ‘be- 
tween Fifth Avenue and Broadway, were 
vacant and to let, showing what the ditch- 
ing of Forty-second Street meant to one of 
our most prominent thoroughfares, which 
is an artery for traffic from one side of 
the island to the other. 

“This should be c@nvincing of what it 
would mean to @tch Broadway, between 
Forty-second and Fourteenth Streets—the 
Tenderloin, the eat promenade and the 

reat hotel district of New York. I am

The contract and the 
plans of the Chief BE neer guarantee that 
the surface of the street must be main- 
tained; that free access must be main- 
tained to all buildings just the same as if 
ho tunnel was being constructed under the 
Street. From midnight to 8 A. M. the con- 
tractor can do whatever surface work is 
necessary, but the street must be restored 
without fail before 8 A. M. 


LOWER BROADWAY METHODS. 


“The methods used by the property own- 
ers along lower Broadway .should be 
studied by those who have the general wel- 
fire of the city and their property inter- 
ests involved. They formed an association 
not to prevent the people from obtaining 
proper transit facilities, but to settle all 
matters involved amicably. These prop- 
erty owners selected an engineer in whom 
they had implicit faith. This engineer was 
given access to all the plans, and held fre- 
guent consultations th Chief Engineer 
Parsons as to how the work was to be 
done, The property owners on lower 
Broadway have made no complaint or pro- 
test, and they have the assurance of the 
experts in tunnel building of the city, the 
Interborough Company, and one of their 
own selection, that no injury will result to 
property er business during the construc- 
tion of the lower Broadway route. 

‘“‘The engineers of the Rapid Transit Com- 
mission are anxious ta have the work on 
lower Broadway watched as an example of 
the improvements in methods and construc- 
tion work which can now be done under 
the streets of New York. 

“ All the engineers who have studied the 
matter are certain that a two-track road 
can be built under upper Broadway, from 
Forty-second Street to Union Square with 
little or no disturbance of traffic or bus- 
iness. That the Rapid Transit Commission 
will insist on the same conditions being in- 
serted in the contract for the upper Broad- 
way route as for the lower is clear and 

robably more stringent provisions may 

e inserted, 

“Any system of Rapid Transit in New 
York that does not include at least one 
line down Broadway, from Forty-second 
Street to Union uare, whether it goes 
down University Piace, Broadway, or the 
Bowery, is like attempting circulation with 
one of the main arteries etre. Broad- 
way from One Hundred and pnt Street 
to Union Square, is the only intersecting 


street of any consequence. 

“There are questions connected with gas 
and sewer pipes, &c., which would make 
the work extremely hazardous in a deep 
tunnel. No rapid transit system can_be 
served properly with a deep tunnel. The 

ublic will be very averse to climbing down 
ong flights of stairs, and no system ex- 
cepting elevators, can he used for lowerin 
passengefs and that system has prov 
wholly inadequate during the rush 
hours,’ on the elevated roads, Escalators 
can be used for discharging an under- 
ground road or for going up to an elevated 
station, but not for discharging an elevated 
station or loading an underground road.”’ 

Acting Mayor ‘ornes said: 

“JT think these business men..are right 
in the position they take, for while it may 
not be practicable to excavate by tunneling 
because the subway comes so close to the 
surface, still, itrdoes seem that engineering 
s¥ill shuld be able“to devise some means 
by which the tunnel can be constructed 
without diocking the street with the un- 
sightly obstructions we have seen all over 
the city where the subway is being built, 
and which I have no doubt have wrought 
great damage to business houses in certain 


parts of the city.”

ABBURY PARK; N. J, Aug. 6.—With the 
issuance of a warrant to-day for the arrest 
of Frank P. Smyth, said to be employed in 
the Astor Place Bank, New York, came to 
light a story of mysterious papers, intimi!- 
dation at the pistol ‘point, and most of the 
other elements of a thrilling melodrama, 

A lawyer, who gave his name as Graham, 
last Monday asked Justice Borden to meet 
him at Sunset Hall, one of the hotels here, 
an hour or two later, bringing his seal with 
him to take several acknowledgments. 
Graham asked the Justice particularly not 
to ask at the hotel office for him, but to 
meet him on the porch. 

The Justice proceeded according to in- 
structions, and while standing on the 
plazza and searching for the lawyer, ob- 
served an elderly person leave the hote) 
in the greatest excitement, followed after 
a short interval by two young men, one of 
whom resembled the mysterious Graham. 
The two entered a cab and maue off with 
all speed. 

The elderly man of the hotel incident 
called on Justice Borden on Tuesday and 
told him this story: 

His name was Joseph D. Smyth and he 
lived with John F. B. Smyth, his invalid 
brother, in a Main Street cottage. On Mon- 
day his brother reecelved a note purporting 
to come from.a woman who signed her 
name ‘“* Mrs. Maginn,’' asking for an inter- 
view with him the same day in a room in 


the hotel, the number of which was men- 
tioned. The brother being unable to move 
out of the house, Mr. Smyth said he went 
in his stead, 

Entering the room named, a man sudden- 
ly sprang behind him, and slamming the 
door turned the key and put it in his pocke 
at the same time drawing a revolver an 
pointing it at him. Mr. Smyth declared 
shat the man of the pistol was Frank 
fe he the son of his invalid brother. He 
declared that he closed with him in despera- 
tion and struggled for the pistol, meanwhile 
shouting for help. 

In a few minutes the door was broken in, 
s0 the story runs, and Graham sprang into 
the room. wrested the pistol from the 
younger man’s hands and gave Mr. Smyth 
an opportunity to escape. 

Mr. Smyth declared that his nephew and 
the lawyer had concocted a scheme to jure 
his brother to a room in the hotel and, after 
intimidating him, obtain an important ac- 
knowledgment, 

John Ib. B, Smyth formerly was a 1 
estate broker at 111 Broadway; New Yor 
City. He is a resident of Manhattan, but 
occupies the cottage at 1,104 Main Street, 
this city,.for the Summer. He retired from 
business about ten years ago because of a 
paralytic —y oe Soon after that he sep- 
arated from his wife and his son, Frank P. 
Smyth, then a child, The wife died, and 
he has not since seen the son because of 
the estrangement. 

At the time of his fetirement Mr. Smyth 
was reputed to be wealthy, but all trace 
of the fortune seems to ve been lost, 
end he has maintained silence concerning 
the matter. The relatives of Smyth know 
of no reason why the son should seek 
to intimidate the father, unless he knows 
something of the fortune or thinks his 
father has the money.’

: Peter’s on Sunday, and for which great 
~” preparations are being made. The throne 


ef St. Peter, which Pius X. will occupy, 
will be surmounted by a canopy forty feet 
high. The function will consume five hours. 
Although it is expected that 60,000 tick- 
ets will be issued for the event, the de- 
mand for them is already very great.

He Speaks to Them in French and 
Shows Familiarity with ‘Inter- 
national Affairs. 


ROME, Aug. 6.—During one full hour this 
morning there seemed to be nothing but 
vibrating sound in Rome, so penetrating 
were the strokes of the bélls of about 500 
churches, which, ringing together, ab- 
sorbed all other noises. The ringing was in 
fionsr of the election of Pius X.—a welcome 
unigue of its kind and ordered by Cardinal 
Reepighi, Vicar of Rome, who issued spe- 
cial instructions for it. In all the churches 
at the same time masses in honor of the

| CHARGE SNAPSHOT TRUST 


Eastman Kodak Company Accused 
of Violating Donnelly Law. 


Dealers Declare There is a Monopoly of 
Photographic Supplies, and Al- 
lege Discrimination. 


The Eastman Kodak Company of New 
York, the Eastman Kodak Company of 
New Jersey, and the American Aristotype 
Company, appeared by counsel before Jus- 
tice Wyatt of the Court of Special Sessions 
yesterday in response to summonses issued 
by the Justice under complaints preferred 
by Theodore K. Hastings and Harry C. 
Miller, dealers in photographic supplies at 
118 Nassau Street. 

The complaint charges conspiracy to re- 
strain trade and commerce, and also vio- 
lation of the Donneily Anti-Trust Act, 
passed in 1899, making unlawful any agree- 
ment or combination creating a, monopoly 
in the manufacture, production, or sale of 
any article in this State. Attached to the 
complaint are corroborating affidavits by 
several dealers in photographic supplies in 
this city. 

The complaint in substance alleges that 
the Eastman Kodak Company-of Rochester, 
N. Y.; the American Aristotype Company 
of Jamestown, N. Y., and certain other 
concerns engaged in the manufacture and 
sale of photographic supplies, and controll- 
ing 90 per cent. of the trade, had.a virtual 
monopoly of the business in the United 
States and, acting together, had it in their 
power to arbitrarily fix prices. Prior to 
the incorporation of the Eastman Kodak 
Company of New Jersey, it.is alleged they 
agreed to combine their interests and thus 
control by one company the managemerft 
of the entire photographic supply business 
for the purpose of creating a monopoly in 
that business in this country and abroad. 

The compiaint goes on to say that this 
purpose was attained by the organization 
in October, 1901, of the New Jersey corpor- 
ation with an authorized capital of $35,000,- 
000, and the acquisition by that concern of 
a majority of the stock of all the other 
concerns, the shares of which were ex- 
changed for shares of the new company, 
although these latter represented no prop- 
erty and had no value. The latter com- 
pany, it is alleged, owns no property, does 
not manufacture any goods, and performs 
no function other than that of regulating 
production and sales of and fixing prices on 
goods manufactured by the subsidiary com- 

ies. . 
Pithe. methods of the alleged trust are 
complained of as being even more: “— 
tionable than the manner of its organiza- 
tien. The company, it is declared, declines 
to supply its articles to dealers who do 
not agree to sell only articles manufac- 
tured by its subsidiary companies, and at 
rices fixed by it. It is also alleged that

*erhe complainants further declare that if 
the Eastman Kodak Company of New Jer- 
sey finds that any of its dealers have sold 
what is known as “ anti-trust’’ goods, all 
further supply is cut. off from such deal- 
ers, apd that they themselves had been 
made to so suffer because they would not 
submit to the dictation of the defendant 
concern.

NEW .HAVEN, Aug. 6.—One. innovation

old-style quarter, light./and not necessarily 
a runner, will be-discounted by a more solid 
but fleeter player, Under the conditions 
itwould create no surprise if Metcalf, who 
was, Yale's quarter back most of last sea- 
son, were moved back to that position from 
half back, Where he was played in the big 
games last year. Rockwell, who played 
the big gumes as quarter back, is a slow 
runner, but a great field general.

Capt. Rafferty of the*Yale eleven has just 
closed a visit to Yale, where he saw the 
footbali men here, including. Walter Camp, 
who will’ be.at the head of. the coaching 
system at Yale this Fall, and who, will map 
out Yale's campaign. Capt, Rafferty is 
working under a tutor’s care in order to 
keep his scholarship marks so far above the 
danger line that the faculty will not inter- 
fere with his playing. 4 

Yale men wonder whether Capt. Raf- 
ferty will fellow the precedent set by Har- 
vard last. May, when the track team of 
that university sent Converse into the in- 
tercollegiate games, although that athlete 
was ineligible for the Yale-Harvard dual 
track games, according to the new Yale- 
Harvard track rules. Yale men.took that 
action to.mean that Harvard will not use 
the.same eligibility rules in her meets with 
other colleges that she does with Yale.

| against ail the other colleges except Har- 
vard in the football games, although he is 
ineligible for the Harvard game in accord- 
ance with the rules of the new Yale~Har- 
vard agreement. Glass, who wil) be a senior 
in the Sheffield Scientific School this year, 
has promised to don his uniform and play 
in the ranks of the second eleven all this 
Fall in order to hammer into shape the 
candidates for the ‘Varsity guards by play- 
ing against them. Orders for the Yale: can- 


didates to report at the Yale Field Sept. 
14 have been issued. 


Rather pertinent to the subject of foot- 
ball appears to be the chapter of accidents 
compiled by, Prof. Edwin G. Dexter of the 
University of Illinois; which prefaces the 
usual matter in Spalding’s Official Football 
Guide for 1903. This book has just been 
issued and is of more than usual interest to 
the followers of the sport. Prof, Dexter 
carried out a very elaborate and .thorough 


investigation as to the number of players 
injured on the fleld. He even enlisted the 
aid of the insurance company statisticians. 
Their table shows that football accidents 
stand ninth on the list, poms exceeded by 
horseback riding, baseball, swimming, 
wrestling, bowling, hunting, gymnasium 
work, and canoeing. 

In addition to much Interesting data col- 
lected and edited by Walter Camp, the Yale 
member of the Rules Committee, the new 
guide is finely illustrated with photographic 
reproductions of all the foremost teams and 
famous players of last season. 

The section of the book relating to the 
rules is pringed in large type and so ar- 
ranged with @arginal notes that the matter 
in dispute may be found without difficult 
or delay.. The changes in the rules, which 
| are in favor of more open piay, are care- 
| fully explained. Penalties for unfair tactics 
| have been greatly increased, and the duties 
of the linesmen have been enlarged.

BRYAN signifies that he views with ap- 
prehension and alarm the manifest drift 
ef the Democratic Party toward sense 
and equity. We may be quite sure that 
Mr, CLEVELAND views:this explosion with 
personal equanimity and even with pa- 
triotic pleasure as showing that the rag- 
ing Mr. BRYAN recognizes that “his time 
is short.”” DeMosTHENES said to PHOCION, 
“Some day the Athenians will go mad 
and kill you.” “ Yes,” answered PHo- 
Gion, “ while they are mad; but you as 
soon as they become sane again.” There 
is no doubt which is the Demosthenes and 
which the Phocion of this apologue. The 
joyful thing is that the Athenians are 
becoming sane again. 

But the thing that is not joyous, but 
grievous and disgraceful, is that the man 
who is capable of using this language 
about a member of his own party twice 
elected to the Presidency of the United 
‘States has himself been twice the can- 
didate of that party for the same office. 
It is true that he was twice enthusiasti- 
cally defeated, but the faet remains that 
he was twice the candidate of one of the 
two great parties of the United States. 
That is a fact adapted to touch every 
American, of whichever party. with cha- 
grin and shame. The future historian 
will look back upon the consecutive can- 
didacies of Mr. BryrAw at the close of 
the nineteenth century with incredulous 
astonishment. 
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“MONEY IN CIRCULATION.” 

The Government has just published Its 
usual monthly statement of money in 
circulation. It is extremely interesting, 
coming, as it does, on the eve of the or- 
dinary demand for currency to aid in the 
movement of the crops. 

On the face of it it would seem that we 
have enough “money” for even our 
active demands at this season of the 
year. The total, as given by the Gov- 
ernment statistieians, is, in round num- 


bers, $2,400,000,000. This is an increase 


in ten years of very nearly 50 per cent. 
The amount per capita, which bears a 
rough relation to the amount demanded, 
has in that time increased from $24.56 
te $29.55, or about 20 per cent. That 
would seem to be a satisfactory rate of 


‘ncrease. And it must be remembered 


that in some respects the quality of the 
money in use has advanced decidedly. 
All that we now use is kept in a steady 
relation to the gold standard and the 
parity of the various sorts of money is- 


sued by the Government, the gold cer- 


tificates, the legal-tender notes, the 
Treasury notes of 1890, the silver cer- 
tificates, and the silyer dollars, are 
maintained at the value of the best, and 
will be so at least as long as there is a 


surplus in the Treasury. Nevertheless 


it ig perfectly well known ‘that there is 
likely to be, as there has been from time 
to time each of the ten years covered 
by the statement, a distinct demand for 
“more money,” and that this demand is 


entirely legitimate, caused, as it is, by 


the actual need of currency for the ex- 
changes arising in connection with the 
harvesting and the marketing of the 
crops. 

The explanation is not far to seek. Of 
the $2,400,000,000 announced by the 
Treasury to be “in circulation,” a little 
more than $1,000,000,000 consists of gold 
and gold certificates, and is employed in 
the larger operations of trade, especially 
foreign, and of banking. The amount is 


not readily increased, though it can be 
by favorable balance of trade or by the 
prevalence of higher rages for money in 
this country. The remainder, to the 
amount of another $1,000,000,000, con- 
sists of silver and silver certificates, 
United States notes and Treasury notes, 
and subsidiary silver, None of these 
kinds of money can be increased or di- 
minished in correspondence with the 
changing requirements of business. Here 
we have, then, four-fifths of all the 
money in “ circulation’ almost perfectly

: Here, if anywhere, we must 
fund elasticity, .reapénsiveness to the 


changing conditions of the time’ Notes 


are simply the credit of the banks, de- 
mand drafts issued when there is de- 
mand enough for them to make the issue 
profitable, and subject to redemption on 
presentation. They are not ‘‘mboney”. 
in the sense that gold is, which every 
one will take at a uniform valuation, or 
in the sense that United States notes and 
silver dollars are, which are made legal 
tender by statute, Banknotes are re- 
deemable in gold or dn United States 
notes or in silver dollars, that is, they 
are evidences of indebtedness which 
must be paid, and naturally they should 
be issued when there is demand and re- 
tired when the demand ceases, As a 
matter of fact, they ate nearly as rigid 
in amount as the forms of currency we 
have alluded to, and the changes which 
take place in their volume are almost al- 
ways made with very imperfect adapta- 
tion or none at all, to the demands of 
business. This yeat, for instance, they 
were increased by some $35,000,000, or 
10 per cent., because the Secretary of the 
Treasury devised a refunding plan that 
made United States bonds available. As 
explained in our financial columns yes- 
terday, there was no call for this when it 
Was done, and now, when there will 
soon be need for expansion, none can be 
made. 

The truth is that the issue of the bank- 
notes depends only in minor part on the 
needs of business, and the influence of 
these needs is modified and often coun- 
teracted by the price of United States 
bonds which must be deposited as secur- 
ity for the notes. The time is very close 
at hand when the reduction of the bond- 
ed debt of the, United States will make it 
impracticable to increase the bank issues 
at all, Then we shall be left with no 
means of satisfying the changing de- 
mands of business in the matter of cur- 
rency. The situation is. very undesir- 
able, and it is not without its perils. 
The realization of these facts is develop- 
ing a sentiment among business men, 
and especially among the more intelli- 
gent financiers, in favor of a gradual re- 
form of this branch of our currency sys- 
tem. The aim is reasonable and the 
means not at all difficult or obscure, It 


is to be hoped that at least a beginning 
will be made in the next session of Con- 
gress.

MR. JEROME AND THE MAYOR. 

Those were very sensible remarks that 
Mr. JEROME made Wednesday on the ad- 
visableness of renominating the Mayor. 
They carry more weight because every- 
body knows that Mr. Jernomp is in the 
habit of speaking his whole mind and 
not concealing any ‘of it. It is quite true 
and publicly known to be true that May- 
or Low “ has given us the best eighteen 


months of municipal administration the 
city has ever had, not excepting the ad- 
ministrations of the late Mayors Hewitt 
and HAVEMEYER.” True, the illustrations 
are unfortunate. Mr. JeRom®, happily 
for himself, is too young to remember 
the administration of Mayor HavEeMEYER. 
That product of the uprising against the 
Tweed ring was a good citizen, but he 
was very far from being a good Mayor. 
In fact, he did some of the most ridicu- 
lous and some of the most mischievous 
things ever done by a Mayor of New 
York. And, excellent citizen and admira- 
ble man as Mr, HEWITT was, his Mayoral 
administration was very far indeed from 
being a complete success.. We could se- 
lect stronger instances for comparison. 

But that does not affeét the main 
point. It is quite true that this is the 
best municipal administration the city 
has ever known. There is not a single 
executive department which ,does not 
shine in intelligence and efficiency by 
contrast with its Tammany predecessor. 
There is not one which is disfigured by 
the scandal which is the normal and al- 


most inevitable accompaniment or sequel 
of a Tammany administration, And 


these efficient and creditable depart- 
ments, in their aggregation, constitute 


“the Low administration.” What won- 
der that the Mayor who is the one indis- 
pensable factor in this great municipal 
advance should have imposed himself as 
a candidate upon disinterested reformers 


and upon citizens whose interest in mu- 


nicipal affairs is simply the interest of 
good government? 

We do not scruple to apply to the May- 
or that much-abused phrase, the use of 
which Mr. JEROME deprecates, and to call 


him ‘the logical candidate.” Not to re- 


nominate him, if he will accept a renomi- 
nation, would be a virtual impeachment 
of the “ best municipal administration 
the city has ever had.” It would be a 
confession of failure at the outset.

THE CUNARD SUBSIDY PLAN. 


It is difficult to resist the conclusion 
that the plan of the British Government 
respecting the Cunaré Company supplies 
matter for the serious consideration of 


American competitors, real or nominal 


The Cunard Comparty is to receive $13,- 
000,000 of Government aid for the build- 
ing of the two finest and fastest. ships 
afloat, which competing companies could 
hardly afford to duplicate. This indebted- 
ness ig to be liquidate in twenty equal 
installments, and to bear interest at 2% 
per cent. perannum. Allowing for repay- 
ment and interest and crediting the com- 
pany’s business with the subsidies to be 
paid on Admiralty and Post Office ac- 
counts, it appears that it begins the en- 
joyment of Government patronage with 
a clear gain the first year of $82,500, 
which gradually increases until, at the 
end of ten years, its‘annual balance from 
Government assistance Will be $261,250. 
This ig-what the picturesque vocabulary 
of Wall Street designates a “Velvet,” 
and does not include earnings from pas- 
sengers and freights, which, with the 
best, ships in service, should skim the 
cream of the North Atlantic business. 
There comes also from London the in- 


agreement by which 
the International Mercantile . Marine 
binds itself hand and foot to remain 
British, and to serve the purposes of the 
Admiralty and the Post Office, is ready 
for confirmation by Parliament. 
Whenever we have felt called upon to 
say that the underlying purpose of the 
International Mercantile Marine was as 
unintelligible as its outlook was hazy, 
correspondents assuming to be well in- 
formed have shown a disposition to re- 


sent such comments on the ground that. 


they Were made in ignorancé of the facts. 
We have been told that Mr. Morgan is 
too shrewd a man to be caught In a dis- 
advantageous entanglement; that his 
company is under “no obligation to 
declare its plans or show, its hapd, 
and that in some mysterious way 
the ‘shipping merger is destined in 
the fullness of time to explain 
itself and vindicate the far-sighted wis- 
dom and sound business judgment of its 
erganigers. To this sort of comment we 
have no other reply to make than to say 
that if the management of the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine deems it to its 
interest to keep the public in ignorance 
of every fact which if known would make 
its position intelligible, it has only itself 
to blame if those who reason from known 
facts reach the conclusion that its plans 
have somehow miscarried and that the 
net results of the merger are very dif- 
ferent from those anticipated. This 
might happen in any speculative under- 
taking. But to assume that the results 
we see are those foreseen and seught, 
or even expected by the organizers, would 
be to discredit their judgment to an ex- 
tent of which a well-informed person 
would be incapable. It looks as if the 
British Government, having got the 
merger in just the position it wanted it 
—which showed no great official shrewd- 
ness, since it could not very well occupy 
any other position—had elected to favor 
the Cunard Company to an extent which 
would render profitable competition with 
it in the carrying trade of the North At- 
lantic impossible. It has announced that 
it is about to withdraw all subsidies from 
the vessels of the merger and to concen- 
trate its favors upon the Cunard Com- 
pany on a’ scale of liberality without 
precedent in the history of maritime sub- 
vention and assistance. If there is any 
dowbt as to just what that means, no 
one seems to be clever enough to re- 
solve that doubt into anything favorable 
to the International Mercantile Marine. 
That the paying of this great subsidy 
to a single line of steamships is to be- 
come a permanent British policy cannot 
be assumed. Certainly the permanence 
of it cannot safely be assumed by the 
men in charge of the business interests 
of the Cunard Line. There may be, very 
likely there will be, changes in party gov- 
ernment which would endanger the con- 
tinuance of the subsidy beyond the ten- 
year period of the contract. But the mat- 
ter is serious enough even as a tem- 
porary measure. If this step was taken 
to accomplish a specific purpose, the 
Government of Great Britain may con- 
sider that it had been justified, that it 
had proved completely successful, when 
that purpose, the defeat of the plans of 
the International Mercantile Marine, had 
been accomplished. In theplarger sense, 
the extravagant bounty bestowed upon 
the Cunard Line, considered as a meas- 
ure of national policy, could be justified 
only if it were viewed as a part of the 
war or naval policy of the nation grant- 
ing it. The worst that could happen 
would be an attempt on our part to res 
taliate in kind, If our Government should 
be misled into an effort to meet British 
subsidies with still more extravagant 
subsidies to merchant steamship owners, 
we should be betrayed into a wild de- 


bauch of bounty giving of which the re- 


sults would be deplorable and most de- 
moralizing. Of that, fortunately, there is 
little danger—in the present temper of 
the American people toward “ combina- 
tions,” we may say there is no danger 


at all. 


SHADE TREES IN CITIES. J 
Those who look at the subject practi- 
cally cannot escape the conclusion that 
the whole tendency of urban develop- 
ment is inimical to the possibility of 
shade trees in connection with satisfac- 
tory sidewalks, impervious pavements, 


and the expeditious conveyance to sewer 
outlets of every drop of rain water 


which can be caught and directed into 
channels provided for it. Bverything 


which has been or might be said in fayor 
of trees in our streets is true and im- 
pressive; but the fact remains that there 
are very few places in a modern city of 
stone, concrete, and asphalt where trees 


wil grow, or live after having grown. 
When it comes to a choice between a city 
of good sidewalks and impervious street 
pavements and a city of trees, there is 
no room for speculation as to which will 


and should be sacrificed, 

The New Haven Palladium calls atten- 
tion to the ruin wrought to the shade 
trees of that city of magnificent elms by 
the gradual extension of the area of as- 
phalted streets, cemented brick gutters, 
and stone sidewalks. What else could 


be expected? The leakage of water 
mains might in some instances help out 
old trees with deep-penetrating and 
wide-spreading roots, but any hope from 
this source is fairly offsei, by the fatal 
influence of the leakage of gas mains, 
Trees nearly or quite a century old have 
been killed in a night by the gas escaping 
from a broken main or a detached serv- 
ice. 

Looking at the facts as they are, the 
conclusion is inevitable that for all the 
benefits to be expected from shade trees 
in cities we must look to small parks. 
Trees may be made to grow in parks if 
wisely selected and properly planted, and 
especially if thelr roots are artificially ir- 
rigated, as the roots of city trees should 
be. To plant trees where trees cannot 


possibly grow, and where they ate mere- 


ly futile side obstructions as long 
aa they maintain the impossible struggle 
with adverse conditions, ig to invite loss 
and disappointment. If New Haven, 
which was distinguished by the posses- 
sion of many hundreds of the finest 
shade trees in New England, cannot pro- 
vide itself with the appointments of a 
modern city without destroying what it 
has had most reason to be proud: of, 
cities which have their shade trees yet 
to grow may very well despair of ac- 
quiring them. 

It may be that this is not wholly a 
misfortune. Shade is very weleome and 
foliage is always beautiful. But the 
Sanitary problems of cities do not al- 
Ways admit of solution in ways which 


gratify the desire for an impossible 


combination of the natural and the arti- 
ficial, Sunshine is the cheapest and best 
of the disinfectants, and the streets 
which do not need it to keep them pure 
and wholesome are usually devoted to 
residences occupied by people who, if the 
trees cannot come to them in Summer, 
may and do go to the trees: This is 
worth thinking of by those who plead for 
trees in the crowded tenement districts 
of the east and west sides. Perhaps if to 
accomplish what they seek were possible, 
the already large infant mortality might 
be alarmingly increased. This, however, 
is academic. Since they cannot accom- 
plish it, what might happen if they could 
is unimportant.

——There will be general, if not unani- 
mous, agreement among intelligently pa- 
triotic Americans with the opinion ex- 
pressed by Judge Ciirrorp D. Grecory of 
the Albany County Court as his reason for 
refusing sixty applications for naturaliza~ 
tion papers that “when a man hag been 
in this country five years and is still un- 
able to talk our language he is unfit ‘to be 
admitted to citizenship.” Of course, cir- 
cumstances can be imagined in which a 
foreigner might live here for the period 
mentioned without having the need which 
creates opportunities for learning English, 
and at the end of {it be a person better 
qualified for naturalization than are many 
to whom it is granted without hesitation. 
He might, for instance, have gone directly 
from his port of entry to a prairie colony 
inhabited eutirely by his own people, where 
a newspaper in his own language was his 
only source of information. In such a case 
it might or might not be either injudictous 
or unjust to refuse to admit him to citi- 
zenship, but he would be a rare exception 
to an excellent rule, and his individual 
hardship should hardly be allowed to count 
against the public interests which enforce- 
ment of that rule would certainly subserve. 
The only objection to the statement of 
Judge Greoory arises from the danger that 
it may be taken as implying the ascription 
by him and others of yndue importance to 
the ability to speak English, That ability 
is Nttle, if anything, less than part of the 
absolutely nécessary foundation for Amer- 
fean citizenship, but it is only & part, and 
only a part of the foundation, and much 
more should be acquired by the aspirant 
for naturalization before his desire is 
granted, In other words, many foreigners 
can talk English who are not worthy of 
the franchise, and the fact that there are 
also many natives of whom the same thing 
can be said with truth is no reason for not 
telling more than a few English-speaking 
foreigners that they have only begun their 
novitiate. The qualifications demanded by 
our naturalization laws are not only too 
few and too small, but they are open to too 
many interpretations according to the tem- 
peraments and politics of those who ex- 
eoute them. The ineligibles barred out by 
the Albany Judge are less dangerous than 
many who get in, 


~—Prof. W. W. Haru, instructor in the 
Cornell Dairy School and Secretary of the 
New York Dairymen’s Association, has sent 
to The New York Produce Review a letter 
in which he makes some most alarming 
revelations in regard ta the condition in 
which the milk bottles sent to the large 
cities of the State are when they return to 
the producers for refilling. The details are 
too offensive for presentation here, and it 
is enovgh to say that Prof. Hau, while in 
the performance of his duties in a factory 
where 30,000 pounds of milk are bottled 
daily for city consumption, found that the 


majority of consumers made no attempt 
whatever at cleaning their emptied bottles 
before the latter started on their return 
journey, and that on arrival they were 
in such a state that the employes of the 
factory could hardly endure to handle them. 
The filthy receptacles were, indeed, at 
once put through a rigorous process of 
cleaning and disinfection by means of live 
steam, but the professor expresses some 
doubt as to the invariable efficacy of this 
process. ‘‘I made a careful inspection of 
the cans," he says, “after the scrubbing 
process had been completed and they had 
been thoroughly sterilized with live steam, 
but the foul odor was still there. The 
dairy farmer is guilty of enough, the facto- 
ry manager is far from perfection along 
this line, but no such abuse of milk or milk 
utensils ever existed at the farm or at the 
factory as these cans are receiving every 
day during this extreme hot weather, when 
the most careful and painstaking methods 
are necessary.”’ The remedy for thig par- 
ticular evil is obvious. The public cannot 
be trusted to clean the empty bottles, 
though appeals in that direction ought to 
accomplish something with careless people 
who are also well-intentioned. The real 
pressure of a well-devised law ought to be 


exerted on the shippers in order that clean- 


ing may immediately follow collection. This 
would not do away with the need for fur- 
ther attention at the distributing station in 
the country, but it would render the further 
attention a simpler matter, and prevent 
offense to the sentiment which very prop- 
erly oxists as to the treatment of food re- 


ceptacles,

Ceremonies at Sagamore Hill —Firet 
Time Presentation of an Ambassa- 
dor Has Been Made Outside 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6-—-All arrange- 
mente have been perfected for the presen- 
tation at Sagamore Hill to-morrow to the 
President of his Hxcellency Freiherr Speck 
von Sternburg as Im erial German Am=- 
bassador, succeeding® 
recently retired, | 

The Ambassador probably will go to 
Oyster Bay from New York to-morrow 
morning and take up apartments.at the 
local hotel. It is. expected that he will be 
accompanied by Baron von Dem Bussche- 
Haddenhausen, Counselor of Legation, and 
First Secretary of Embassy, who will act 
as his aide. 

At the hour appointed for the presenta- 
tion, the President will send his carriage 
to Oyster Bay with Col. Thomas W.. Sy- 
mons, Superintendent of Public Buildings 
and Grounds, for the Ambassador. Col. 
Symons, in full uniform, will escort the 
Ambassador to Sagamore @fill and will act 
as master of cerémonies at the presenta- 
tion. The Ambassador's secretary will fol- 
low in another carriage. 

The presentation wil] be made by Mr. 
Loomis, the acting Secretary of State. The 
Ambassador will wear the full court dress 
of his rank. 

Keen interest is manifested in official 
circles here at this departure from prece- 
dent on the part of the President as a 
special mark of favor to the German En- 
voy, who for more than ten years has been 
his intimate friend. This is the first time 
an Ambassador ever has been presented 
to the President outside of Washington. 
It is understood that the Ambassador, after 
relieves himself of his court dress, will 
return to Sagamore Hill for luncheon and 
spend the afternoon with the President. 

Although the diplomatic exchanges will 
not be made until to-morrow, it is said they 
are significant in the cordiality and sincer- 
ity, of their tone.

Government Seeking to Check Importa- 
tion of Decrepit Animals.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Reports re- 
ceived by the Department of Agriculture 
show that a large number of horses are 


annually imported into Belgium for food 


purposes, For the year 1902 of a total of 
$5,581 horses imported 17,119 were slaugh- 
tered for food. The importations for ordi- 
nary use show a decidéd decrease, while on 
the other hand horses for slaughter have 
increased, the majority coming from Eng- 
land. These animals arrive in Belgium fn 
a most distressing condition, many of them 
so weak that they are hardly able to stand. 

The Superior Council of Agriculture has 
recommended that the imports of broken- 
down horses that are unfit for any work be 
classed, as far as entrance duty is con- 
cerned, with cattle, hoping by this means 
to check importations. © measure has 
not yet been adopted, however, owing to 
the difficulty in finding a substitute for 
horse meat with which the poorer classes 


are so often obliged to content themselves. 


LESS MEAT SENT TO GERMANY. 


Consul at Frankfort Reports Heavy 
Falling Off in American S&xports 
to That Country.

Wisconsin Bankers Refuse to In- 
forse Mr. Fowler’s Bill. 


: 


New Jersey Congressman’s Plan At- 
tacked as “A Remedy More Dan- 
_ gerous Than the Disease”"— 
Banker Frame's Address.

MILWAUKEB, Aug. 6—The Wisconsin 
State Bankers’ Association to-day refused 
to indorse Congressman Fowler's@currency 
bill, }and, by an almost unanimous vote, 
passed a resolution protesting against any 
branch banking system, Mr. Fowler was 
Present and talked to the bankers for an 
hour. -They listened attentively, but when 
it came to the vote there were but a few 
who expressed themselyes as favorable to 
the asset currency plan of Mr. Fowler's 
bill, 

Several speeches were made by State 
bankers. John Scheutte of Manitowoc said 
that the whole scheme of asset currency 
Was started in Wall Street, was wanted 
there, and nowhere else. Banker Frentz 
of Oshkosh thought a great objection would 
_be when it became necessary to retire cur- 
Tency under the Fowler bill, and that other 

. currency and not the asset currency would 
be retired, as the latter would be more 
profitable under its provisions, 

An interesting feature of the convention 
Was Congressman Fowler’s announcement 
to several leading Milwaukee bankers that 
his new bill to be introduced at the extra 
session of Congress would require banks to 
pay 2 per cent, interest on the Govern- 
ment’s. deposits, but not require them, 
however, to furnish any security for these 
deposits other than a first lien on their as- 
seis. 

This, he said, would accomplish the same 
purpose of the Aldrich bill, introduced at 
the last session of Congress, and would 
prove much more acceptable to the coun- 
try and to the bankers of the West, who 
had opposed the Aldrich bill on the ground 
that it would concentrate the Government 
deposits in Wall Street and contract them 
elsewhere. 

One of the-principal and most interesting 
addresses was made by A. J. Frame, Presi- 
dent of the Waukesha National Bank of 
Waukesha, who made an argument from 
what he termed the conservative side of 
the question against asset currency or 
branch banking. He declared that the bill 
proposed a remedy more dangerous than 
the disease. He said in part: 


“The battle of the standards which has 
been fought in the United States for more 
than a qyatser of a century, culminated 
successfully March 14, 1900, in the adop- 
tien of the world's standard, gold. Since 
then, instead of strengthening our founda- 
tion by unequivocal laws, making our vast 
quantity of inferior silver coin—which is 
ever decreasing in intrinsic, value—redeem- 
able in 1d; instead of wiping out our 

nbacks, thus removing another burden 
rom the Government which is not tolerated 
by any progressive nation, the burden of 
song has been to undermine our present 
foundation by the injection of an addition- 
al quantity of inferior currency called as- 
set currency, under coniitions not paral- 
leled in any rogressive country, and 
which, ‘as certain as the laws of gravita- 
tion, will drive our gold abroad under the 
Gresham law, or produce still further in- 
flation in prices, resulting in riotous spec- 
ulative ventures and consequent deeper de- 
ace when the ebb tide in our prosper- 
ty sets in. Such a result is as inevitable 
as that history repeats itself. 

“Under the impetus of rapid fortune ac- 
quired by some, in the swelling tide of 
prosperity, the get-rich-quick fever has in- 
toxicated the many. Some men ordinarily 
conservative have wavered in their course 
and been drawn into the maelstrom of un- 
derwriting speculative combinations in the 
hope of excessive profits. The promoters 
have not been able to sell enough oftheir 
watered stock to the innocents to pay loans, 
so banks might meet the call of ‘the coun- 
try for cash to move the crops, and under 
this plea, together with the unsolved sound

“The pages of history are strewn with 
proofs that when the great instrument of 
exchange is deranged all trade, all in- 
dustry, is stricken with a palsy. ‘That in- 
strument.of exchange recognized wy, the 
world as the solid foundation that does not 
totter when the storm rages in its severest 
intensity is the only foundation for a pros- 
perous people to rest upon, and to-day our 
esters ho over a billion dollars of it. 

his is a billion-dollar country and we 
need it. gold has come to us since 
1873 in the natura! course of trade in re- 
gpenee to the well-known principles of the 

resham law and monetary science. * * * 
The unprecedented production of gold for 
the pas few years has pa red the way for 
supplyt all the gold this ‘rich country’ 
needs to fill the channels of trade. 

I assert without fear of intelligent con- 
tradiction that the new Fowler Bill for 
asset currency to be issued by thousands 
of banks, large and small, has no parallel 
in any progressive country; that it is a 
discarded, unsuccessful experiment of the 
Past; that it is unsound, and gives pref- 
erences to picayune creditors as against 
the larger creditors, the millions of de- 

itors, thus producing distrust, and dis- 
rust breeds panic. t also lowers our 
standard. 

“Under ordinary conditions the fluctuation 
in the interest rate should be the barometer 
which ought to check undue expansion and 
inspire conservatism. Under fear of oc- 
casional extraordinary disturbed conditions, 
if cash could be provises on sound princi- 

les to loan to all solyent parties, serious 
osses would doubtless be prevented; but 
such cash should at once by a heavy tax 
be forced to return to its reservoir as soon 
as its work was accomplished, so that no 
act of inflation would result. its operation 
should be like a water reservoir, always 
ready to put out an. incipient fire and at 
once refill again. 

“In the panic of 1873 about $38,000,000 
of Clearing House certifieates were issued, 
and in 1893 but $66,000,000. Last Fall the 
New York Clearing House bank reserves 
were short $23,000,000. Mr. Gage stated 
that that shortage compelled $92,000,000 in 
liquidation of loans and deposits, the re- 
serve being one-quarter of the deposits, 
If $23,000,000 to $66,000,000 will put out a 
severe fire, why do we need $175,000.000 as 
provided by the Fowler Bill as the entering 
wedge and more than $500,000.000 later as 
the intoxication grows under the stimulus 
of soft money, as indicated by Mr. Fowler 
in his address at St. Paul on Aug. 7, last? 
Let us not forget though that under the 
Fowler bill forced redemption is a farce: 
therefore the reservoir will likely be empty 
when the fire grows warm. The proposition 
to issue asset currency to the extent of 
100 per cent. of National Bank capital, I 
consider positively dangerous. 

“Right here permit a suggestion. It may 
mot be a perfect plan in accomplishing the 
end sought, but no proposition yet offered 
is perfect: 

A bil somewhat on the lines of the Aldrich 
Measure ought to be put upon the statute books 
to prevent locking up unnecessary funds in the 

United States Treasury. 
lize Clearing Houses as banks of issue on 
same form as National bank currenty, secured 
«Ne ones House certificates. issued on same 
as heretofore, to any bank in clearing 
ouse to whom the Clearing Housé Committee 
sees fit to grant it. Five per cent. interest to 
be charged from date of issue to date of deposit 
by the borrowing bank, of funds with United 
States Treasurer to redeem its borrowings, when 
the Clearing House certificates will be canceled 
and securities returned. 

“This will permit not only National, but 
State, privete or any other clearing-house 
bank to get advances in times of financial 
stress. ountry banks can get advances 
through their correspondents, thus serving 
all the banks of the country. 

“The conservatism of the Clearing-House 
Committee will prevent unnecessary issues, 
the rate of interest will prevent inflation, 
and redemptivn will automatically take 
place as soon as pressure for funds is over. 

“Our friend Powler also advocates asset 
currency to lower the rate of interest in the 
United States. Bates of interest with us 
now are about one-half those of thirty to 
forty years ago, and every decade sees a 
decline in rates. After carefully reading 
the best authorities on political economy I 
conclude the cause is accumulated surplus 
capital and net running the Piinting press 
increasing outstanding I. O. U's, ' 

“Mr. Fowler also says present rates of 
interest for the benefit of five million bor- 
rowers ought to be cut in two, but how 
about the benefits to the fifteen million de- 
pesitors, the eighteen miilion holders of in- 
surance.poiicies, and millions of other sav- 
ings of the people generally? -The greatest 
good to the atest number clearly does 
as require ruinously low rates for interest,

“It never should be done pacent in 
emergencies. In any case collateral.should 
be pac up as security, and a tax imposed 
high enough to drive it out of use as soon 
ax its work is done. The interest rate is 
the check valve to prevent undue, expan- 
sion and inspire conservatism, not only in 
banking, but im all commercial pursuits. 

“This country is to be congratulated that 
in the year 1902 no asset currency was al- 
lowed, thus causing a check to the wild 
and reckless pace of the promoters assisted 
by some overgreedy bankers, Another safe- 
ty valve was the wonderful prosperity of 
the country as a whole, even if we did not 
have asset currency. If banks could have 
issued gens thus still further inflating 
conditions under the get-rich-quick fever, 
I fear results would have been somewhat 
like Germany’s 1900 experience, 2 

‘* Foreign banks realized our neice and 
put the brakes on by raising the rates on 
money so high that further expansion was 
checked, The interest rate should be the 
corrective for all troubles except occasion- 
al emergencies which might call for more 
heroic treatment. The world is open to 
us to borrow in case of need; and with quick 
transportation and plenty of good collater- 
al, with slight fluctuations in interest rates, 
legitimate nterests will rarely suffer. 

‘An occasional panic is inevitable in all 
progressive countries. It has its day like 
the measles gid the grip. Political econo- 
mists of all ages have wrestled with the 
knotty elastic problem in the met of evad- 
ing panics, but failed, In these latter days 
the woods are full of popular elastic 
nostrums to cure a case of short cash to 
move the crops, when the true diagnosis 
proves that the common principles of pru- 
dence have been violated, and over-specula- 
tion and excessive promotions have run 
riot. 

“The shock of last Fall has probably 
sobered up the more conservative, there- 
fore as the unexpected usually happens, 
the forewarning will probably prevent a 
repetition of the trouble. I firmly believe 
from a careful survey of the word's his- 
tory on banking that asset currency as a 
cure-all for economic troubles fs a fraud, 
a delusion, and a snare. The remedy is 
worse than the disease.’’ 

Ex-Controller Eckels argued at length in 
favor of abolishing the United States Sub- 
Treasury, the deposit of all funds in the 
banks, and the issuing of notes by banks 
without bond rn 

Mr. Eckels said that the first step in 
currency reform must be the abolition of 
the Sub-Treasury scheme and the deposit 
of the public funds in the banks. He ar- 
gued this point at some length, and then 
proceeded to the second step of the cur- 
rency reform scheme—grantin to the 
banks power to issue notes without bond 
security. On this point he said in part: 

“The curtailment and hindrance of the 
usefulness of banks in their buying and 
selling, as well as their distribution of 
bank note credits, is apparent on every 
hand, Their power, for good is needlessly 
hampered in denying to them a larger 
freedom in the matter of selling to the 
business world in another form than that 
of drafts and bills of exchange—namely, 
the bank note, the credit df which they are 
prseesese, and which the busines man must 

uy in order to meet the needs for which 
the larger instruments of banking credit 
are not availabie.”’

NEGROES TALK OF BOLT 


Lawyer Hayes Would Check Dis- 
franchisement Wave. 


Resolutions Denouncing Lynching, Peon- 
age, and the Restriction of Suffrage 
to be Sent to President 
Roosevelt. 


The Colored Literary League of Greater 
New York conducted a mass meeting in St. 
Mark's Methodist Church, Fifty-third 
Street, near Highth Avenue, last night, at 
which protest was made against lynchings 
of negroes, peonage, and disfranchisement, 
and resolutions adopted which will be for- 
warded to President Roosevelt, 

John H. Hayes, a colored attorney of 
Richmond, Va., the principal speaker of the 
evening, addressed himself to the disfran- 
chisement problem, calling upon the ne- 
groes of New York and New Jersey to use 
their ballot in defense of the rights of their 
Southern brothers, who are deprived of 4 
voice in the election of Congressmen. The 
Afro-American Council, the speaker said, 
had established headquarters in Washing- 
ton, and proposed, after memorializing the 
next Congress on the disfranchisement is- 
sue, to publish the record of each Congress- 
man voting on the resolutions, whose elec- 
tion depended to any degree upon a colored 
vote. ° 

“Then, if they do not heed,” declared 
Mr. Hayes, “they will find that 1904 will 
bring a day of judgment—if you negroes of 
the North will use your ballot. If you will 
not you will see that the wave of disfran- 
chisement will sweep still further North 
untii you find yourselves in the same pre- 
dicament in which we have been.” 

Other speakers were the Rev. Dr, W. H. 
Brooks, pastor of St. Mark’s; the Rev. 
Granville Hunt of Mount Vernon, the Rev. 
H, G, Miller of Mount Tibo Presbyterian 
Church, James D, Carr, and J. C. Ayler. 
The resolutions follow: 

Whereas, The civil liberty and personal secur- 
ty of American citizens stand in peril; 

Whereas, The safety of our American institu- 
tions is being threatened with anarchy because 
of disregard for the sacred provisions of our 
Constitution; and, 

Whereas, We recognize in the present Admin- 
istration decision of character as well as hav- 
ing the courage of his convictions; and, 

Whereas, We seg.in our Chief Executive such 
elements of fairne sufficient in themselves to 
actuate us to look up to him as President of 
all our people rather than of any faction; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we most heartily indorse his 
Administration tending, as it does, to develop 
among us a higher Republican form of Gov- 
ernment: and, 

Whereas, Lynching by burning at the stake 
and other summary execution of individuals, 
and in violation of that provision of the Con- 
stitution which enjoins that the “ accused shall 
Have the right of a speedy and public trial by 
an impartial jury of the State and district 
wherein the crime shall have been committed.”’ 

And, Whereas, Peonage and involuntary servi- 
tude is being imposed upon defenseless men and 
women in some Southern States until the dig- 
nity of our Nation is being held in disrepute 
ih the eyes of foreign States, as well ag working 
@ menace to our American er we 

Therefore, be it Resolved, and it is the sense 
of this mass meeting now assembled in St. 
Mark’s Church, Fifty-third Street, New York 
City, and believing as we do, that the time has 
come when something should be done for the 
protection of our American citizens from the 
atrocious evils of mob rule, disfranchisement, 
and peonage which was born in the South and 
was inflicted at first upon negroes only, but 
now is becoming epidemic, showing its de- 
formed face beyond the Mason and Dixon line, 
and disseminating its contagion among Ameri- 
can citizens, white and black, men and women: 
whereas, the subscribers together with a large 
number of our common people of Greater New 
York in mass meeting assembled, do petition and 
pray his Excellency, the President of the United 
States, that he may use his official influence 
with the Congress of the United States to execute 
e0 much of the supreme law as it. may find nec- 
essary to eradicate National evils and amelli- 
orate race prejudice or to enact such further laws 
as may have the effect of bringing about a bet- 
ter state of affairs. 

The resolutions were addressed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and were signed by the 
Colored Literary League of Greater New 
York. 


FORNES INDORSES MAYOR LOW. 


President of Board of Aldermen Un- 
equivocally Pledges His Support in 
Case of Renomination. 


Acting “Mayor Charles V. Fornes, who 
was elected President of the Board of Al- 
dermen two years ago on the Fusion ticket 
headed by Mayor Low, in an interview yes- 
terday afternoon at the City Hall came out 
unqualifiedly for Low for Mayor on the 
Fusion ticket again this year, Although 
himself a Démocrat, Mr. Fornes said that 
he should support Low for Mayor if re- 
nominated, no matter what sort of a man 
was named on the Democratic ticket.

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ARTIST SEEKS INIUNCTION 


Mr. Dodge Does Not Want Anybody 
to Change His Pictures. 


oe 
Architect of Toronto. Hotel Demands 
That Mural Decorations Be Altered 
—Painter Would Rather 
Sacrafice $2,000. — 


William De Leftwich Dodge, the artist, 
whose studio is at 51 West Tenth Street, 
through his attorneys, Pryor & Harris, has 
sought an injunction against the Tiffany 
Studios of 383 Fourth Avenue, to restrain 
that company from altering mural paint- 
ings of his which are a part of the decora~- 
tions of the King Edward Hotel of Toronto, 
Canada. 3B. J. Lenox, the architect, de- 
mands the changes, which Mr. Dodge re- 
fuses to make. There is still $25,000 to 
be paid to the Tiffany Studios and $2,000 
to the artist. 

Mr. Dodge said yesterday that He believed 
it to be the first suit of its kind in this 
country, though there had been several 
such suits in France, where Mrs, Mackay 
refused to pay for a portrait of herself 
unless changes demanded were made, 
Whistler won in a similar suit, and Gérdme, 
finding a moon painted out of one of his 
works, brought suit and recovered dam- 
ages against a dealer who had done this to 
satisfy a rich patron, who would not buy 
the picture without the removal of the 
moon. Mr. Dodge says that all his pictures 
are copyrighted, bear his signature, and 
cannot be altered, 

“In my contract,” Mr. Dodge said, “ it 
Was specified that my mural paintings were 
to be historical. They were to be six feet 
in height, and the largest fifty feet in 
length. They were to be acceptable to the 
architect and were to be retouched by me 
in Canada. The architect came here and 
approved of them, and I fulfilled the rest 


of my contract.. Now he wants me to make 
changes that would ruin the pictures, and 
threatens not to pay the Tiffany Studios 
unless a Canadian artist is allowed to do 
the work which I will not do. 

“One of the panels represents the land- 
ing of Baron de Courselle at Quebec with 
the women brought over to marry the set- 
tlers. He wants me to take the flag with 
the fleur de lis from the Baron's hand, 
take off his hat and put it in the flag- 
peanne hand, and to take off the hats of 
the other men in the picture, This would 
be about as reasonable as if a woman 
should have her porate taken sitting down 
and then insist that, though a perfect like- 
ness, she wanted me to make her standing 
up, The changes asked for would utterly 
ruin the picture, and if they wanted it the 
way they now demand they should have 
said so with the submission of the sketch)s. 

“There is another panel representing 
France and England coming to Canada, 
bearing their swords and sage. and in the 
centre the Indians gathered in attitudes of 
protest, trying to ward them away. The 
architect wants the group broken—that is, 
the shields and insignia of the Indians 
removed to give a sky line above them, 
Incidentally, he wants the flags painted out 
to give more sky, so that the figures would 
be in silhouette against a light-blue sky, just 
like alot of tin soldiers lined up against a 
wall. This I certainly shall not do. 

*Cabot’s discovery of Canada now finds 
objection because it is said to be too dark 
for the place where it is intended to be, 
This the architect demands shall be re- 

inted so that it .will be brilliant with 
ight, while the truth of history is that 
the discovery was made at dawn.

**T know. that artists are apt to pet up 
with changing their conceptions and sign- 
ing their names to things unworthy of them 
because payers ig refused until they do, 
but I will do nothing of the sort, even if I 
lose the $2,000 still coming to me, the last 
of five payments, and I feel assured that, 
under t copyright laws, I can prevent 
Canadians from doing what they please 
with my work.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


John Gilbert Shanklin.

publican. 

His next appéarance in the political arena 
was as a successful candidate for Secretary 
of State. He served one term—1879-1881. 
In 1892 he sought the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Governor of Indiana, but was de- 
feated in convention by a few votes. Four 
years later he accepted the National Com- 
mitteemanship from his State, and served 
for four years. His sister is the wife of 
John Marshall Harlan, Senior Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court.

NO CONCERTED SUPPORT. 


There was support of several stocks yes- 
terday, and hence—for no other reason, ap- 
parently—it was said that there was an 
agreement to support the list.» It is mot in- 
tended to deny that two, or even more, 
market leaders exchanged ‘opinions and 
found they agreed in intention. to support 
their variOus interests; But inquiry in 
several quarters failed to substantiate the 
idea that there was anything like a gen- 
eral resolve to support the market as a 
whole. The conspicuous feature of the de- 
cline was lack ‘of support, and pressure 
upon the list seriatim, not en bloc.

TRITE. BUT TRUE. 

There are some comments on the market 
which can hardly be repeated too often, 
especially when there is authority behind 
them.: This was printed yesterday in the 
Wall Street Journal, and fs reprinted des- 
pite its familiar sentiment, or perhaps be- 
cause of it: 


One of the Strongest financial interests in

The Missouri Superintendent of Insur- 
ance has decided that agents of registry 
companies issuing accident insurance poli- 
cies must obtain regular State licenses. 


Local fire underwriters have been ad- 
vised that the Church Inspection Bureau of 
New Orleans has decided to extend its serv- 
ice to special hazards other than sugar 
houses and rice mills. 

It has been ruled by the California Attor- 
ney Genera! that the policy of tnsurance on 
the Governor's mansion, which the former 
owner of the property is willing to transfer 
to the State, cannot be accepted under the 
provisions of the California act which pro- 
vides that no property belonging to the 
State shall be insured against risk of dam- 
age or destruction by fire, with the excep- 
tion of the State printing office. 

The fire losses in the United States and 
Canada during the month of July have been 
estimated at about $13,000,000, as against 
$10,000,000 in July of last year and $15,500,- 
000 in July of 1901. The amount of losses 
for the first seven months of this year 
would thus a tg about $96,500,000, as 
against $97,¢ for the corresponding 
months of 1902 and $104,500,000 during the 
corresponding months of 1901. July was 
the third month this year to show heavier 
losses than the corresponding month of 
last year.

PARKS: IS FOUND GUILTY. 


Walking Delegate May Get a Year 
in Jait and $500 Fine. 


\Not to be Sentenced for Assault Until 
Time of Trial on Charges 
of Extortion. 


Samuel J. Parks, walking delegate of the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union, was 
,convicted in the Court of Special Sessions 
yesterday of assault on Peter O'Neill, a 
member of the Plasterers’ Union, which 
Wes committed on July 17, in.the saloon of 
Parks's friend, Bernard Lynch, at Fifty- 
ninth Street and Third Avenue.. Timothy 
Mc@arthy, _Parks's fellow-delegate, who 
was accused of complicity in the assault, 
Parks may be sent to 
prison for one year and fined $500. 

District Attorney Jerome, who prosecuted 
Parks, csked that sentence be deferred un- 
til next Thursday, the date sét for the trial 
of the walking delegate on the first of the 
four indictments for extortion which have 
been found against him. The court grant- 
ed the District Attorney’s request, despite 
the vigorous objections of e¢x-Magistrate 
Brann, Parks’s counsel, who said the only 
proper thing te. do was to let his client go 
under a suspended sentence. 

“I ask your Honors to grant this de- 
lay,’ sald Mr. Jerome, “ for a special rea- 
son. If it should prove that this assault, 
which was not attended by any very serious 
consequences, was the result merely of a 
drunken brawl in. a barrgom, I should not 
feel justified in asking this court to im- 
pose a sentence more severe than is ordi- 
narily inflicted in cases of this nature, But 
there has been a great deal of talk about 
the tactics of this Wefendant in dealing 
with the members of his union, and if it 
should be found that it was a premeditated, 
brutal, and wanton asault for the purpose 
of terrorizing hig fellow-workmen from ex- 
ercising their free choice in dealing with 
their employers, then I should ask your 
Honors to make an example in this case. I 
am- not in a position to place before this 
court to-day facts to support either of these 
contentions, but by next Thursday I hope 
to be able to do so.” 

For a moment after Justice Mayer had 
announced the court's decree Parks seemed 
rather taken aback. It was with a visibie 
effort that he pulled himself together when 
he arose, and @ smile that yg en: on his 
lips in his endeavor to look unconcerned 
was palpably forced, f 

When he left the court and oe foun 
himseif in the corridor, surrounded by his 
following among the housesmiths, he an- 
nounced loudly to the reporters that he 
would call a strike on every job in the 
country where members of his union were 
employed, just to show that his power wus 
not broken. 

“The Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s 
Unton,” he said, ‘‘is one of the strongest 
in the United States, and we are ready to 
stay out for a year, or for five years, if 
needs be, for all that matters.”

ENCROACHING ON THE PROVINCE OF THE 


Jury.—A case showing how careful a trial 


Justice should be not to encroach upon the 
province of the jury was lately before Jus- 
tice Gaynor of the Supreme Court. Dun- 
can Young was convicted of murder in the 
second degree, and his case then came up 
on an application for a certificate of rea- 
sonable doubt. On Young’s trial it was 


shown that a man was discovered in the 


night time in the act of forcing open a sec- 


ond-story rear window of a house. In try- 
ing to escape he was hunted over the rear 
fences from yard to yard by the police and 
the awakened residents of the block. As 
he dodged about from one point of conceal- 


ment to another, searching for a point of 
exit, he was pelted with missiles, and also 


shot at with pistols seven or more times. 


At last he ran up a rear fire escape to get 
away from a woman with pistol. She 
shot at him twice from bel as he went 
up, and a man leaned out of a window 
above and struck at the fugitive with a 


stick or board. The fleeing man shot and 


killed this asgailant, and, continuing up 
the fire eacape entered a window and made 
his esca o the street. The evidence 
against Young consisted of alleged admis- 
sions freely made by him before his ar- 
rest, to his paramour and a former para- 
mour, that he was the guilty rson, and 
that a man who had been arrested for the 
crime could not have committed it... The 
only corroboration of these alleged admis- 
sions was the identification of Young by 
two women, one of whom said she had seen 
him while he was being hunted in the back 
yards. The other woman swore she had 
seen Young in the street in the vicinity 
jest before the attempted burglary. The 
ury remained out all night considering the 
case. In the morning the trial Justice, of 
his own accord, sent for them and said 
at it was very unfortunate rey had not 
reed, in, two hours afterward, he 
summoned them and repeated in part what 
he had told them before.

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LAWYER ACCUSES TEROME 


Says He Stopped Prosecutions to 


. Get Witnesses Against Bolte. 


Charges Made at Hearing of Accused 
Justico—District Attorney Sees No 
Necessity for an Answer.

‘At the hearing of the charges against 
Civil Justice Herman Bolte, resumed yes- 
terday before William: H, Willis, referee, 
at 115 Broadway, Maurice B, Blumenthal, 
counsel for Justice Bolte, directly charged 
that District Attorney Jerome had ceased 
prosecution against persons accused of law- 
breaking who were willing to testify 
against Justice Bolte, 

Mr. Iselin, Deputy Assistant District At- 
torney, called Clarence D. Randall, man- 
aging clerk for Thompson & Maloney, 
counsel in the cage of Samuels vs. Frank 
in an action. for the recovery of $500 
brought before Justice Bolte in October, 
1901. According to the testimony, Justice 
Bolte refused to consent to the removal of 
the case to the City Court. 

Lewis Goldberg, a lawyer living next 
door to District Attorney Jerome in Rut- 
gers Street, being cross-examined by Mr. 
Blumenthal, declared that Justice Bolte 
had tried the case of Jeffers vs. Goldstein 
notwithstanding his request that it be re- 
moved to the City Court. 

‘* Were you not indicted for the larceny 
of $1,200?" asked Mr, Blumenthal. 

Mr. Iselin's objection was sustained. 

“Isn't it a fact that you were acquitted 
of this charge before Justice Cowing in 
the Court of General Sessions by direction 
of the court without any evidence being 
offered by the District Attorney?” asked 
Mr. Blumenthal, a 

Mr. Iselin objected, whereat Mr, Blu- 
menthal rejoined: 

“I wish to show that the District At- 
torney has had men arrested on criminal 
charges, and then promised them immunity 
if they would testify against Justice Bolte. 
I can cite the case of Max Leyine, who 
was arrested for practicing law without a 


license, and permitted to go if he would 
turn State evidence and testify against 
Justice Bolte. The same is true in the case 
of Charles Comisky, a City Marshal, who 
was arrested for retaining money paid him 
as keeper's fees. 

**I wish to state,’ said Mr. Iselin, “ that, 
so far as these cases cited by Mr. Blumen- 
thal are concerned, there is no truth in 
the charges,” 

Golsbere thea declared that he had been 
acquitted ause there was no case against 
him before Justice Cowing. 

“Ts it-not true,” asked Mr. Blumenthal, 
“that you were expelled from the court in 
St. Lawrence County by. Judge Leslie W. 
Russell for forging official papers? "’ 

“TI was not present when he made the 
statement,"’ said the witness. ‘‘ All I know 
about it is what I read in the papers.” 

“There are many other cases,”’ said Mr. 
Blumenthal, ‘“ where criminal prosecution 
has been stayed by the District Attorney as 
@ recompense for evidence against Justice 
Bolte, ll these Gases will be brought out 
in good time. I wish to show that this 
witness ,is here to testify to anything 


no, no!” exclaimed the witneas. 

a Stickney of 381 Nassau _ Street, 
attorney in the case of John Walker ys. 
Thomas Farrell, testified that when the 
case was ready for appeal additional in- 
structions which Justice Bolte gave to the 
jury were missing from the minutes. 

Solomon J. Rosenbloom of 320 Broadway, 
counsel for the defendant in the case of 
Stromber vs. Perillo, said that he had 
asked for an adjournment, and the court 
had announced that it made no difference 
whether the defendant was in court or not. 
The Justice had accused him of “ shyster 
practice ’ and threatened to put him out of 
court, 

In the case of Schnur vs. Weisenfeld, 
court records were produced to show that 
Justice Bolte had signed an order to show 
cause in this case, then pending in the 
Fourt District Court fore. Justice 
Roesch, the contention being that Justice 
Bolte had no right to issue ah order, as 
the case was out of his jurisdiction. The 
order was returnable in eight days, and 
was served on Max Lavine. On the day 
of return it was put off for another week. 

Meyer London of 502 Broadway, an at- 
torney in the case of Gottleib vs. Cohen 
testified that Justice Bolte had overruled 
the offering of a check in evidence, saying: 
“This is a poor man’s court; we cannot 
be technical here.’’ 

*“ Justice Bolte decided against the poor 
man,"’ sald the witness. 

Court Clerk Shields testified that the pa- 

rs in the Gottleib vs. Cohen suit ,»were 
ost, not being on file, and that thefefore 
the case was not entered.on the docket. 

Mr. Blumenthal attacked Mr. London's 
direct testimony, asking him questions un- 
til, when asked whether he had had any 
cennection with the District Attorney’s 
office, and whether he had appeared in 
arson or fraudulent life insurance cases, 
he anticipated the question, protesting ve- 
hemently against a question which would 
“touch upon personal matters." 

The question was asked: for the purpose 
of determining bias on the part of the wit- 
ness, but brought out the fact that Mr. 
Biumenthal had refused to speak to the 
witness a few weeks ago in a restaurant. 

An adjeurnment was taken until Tues- 
day morning at 10 o'clock.
